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Dad slams ‘diabolical’ police 
over gang terrorising family 

Father wants more action to halt attacks and intimidation by up to 20 teenagers

A FAMILY from Harlow who have 
been repeatedly terrorised by a 
gang of around 20 teenagers say 
police are not doing enough to 
prevent crime in the town. 

The father, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, says there 
have been multiple instances 
when his two sons have been tar¬ 
geted by gang members and have 
now even found out where they 
live. 

The 40-year-old said: “On 
November 2, my son and his 
friend went round to Colt Hatch 
and this gang was there and 
stoned them. 

“They started walking over to 
the car trying to intimidate them. 
My son decided to reverse out and 
they came over and started hit¬ 
ting the car so he drove off. 

Waiting 

“He went to his friend’s flat but 
they were all waiting there and 
some pulled out knives.” 

The son, who is the eldest at 25, 
ran inside with his friend. When 
they came back out, the car had 
been marked and windows 
smashed, with an X carved onto 
it. 

“In gang terms, I believe this 
means that you’re marked,” said 
the father. 

Initially thinking this was an 
isolated incident, the family 
began to settle back into their 
normal routine. 

However, on November 10, his 
son went to the local chip shop 
and saw the gang members 
inside. 

Not wanting a confrontation, he 
waited in his car. 

Just as they were coming out of 
the shop, they saw him. 

“They got closer to him and 
started getting more aggressive,” 
said the father. “They damaged 
the car and put a dent in it. They 
smashed both the mirrors.” 

The police were called but the 
father says no statements were 


taken and despite forensics being 
promised, they never showed. 

On November 14, the gang made 
their way to the family’s neigh¬ 
bourhood. The family called the 
police, but the police did not 
arrive until three hours later. 

“In the end, there were 14 of our 
neighbours in the street protect¬ 
ing us,” he said. “Once the police 
turned up no statements were 
taken.” 


The gang approached the fam¬ 
ily home again on November 16. 

“One neighbour and my young¬ 
er son, who is 22, went outside to 
clear the air,” said the father. 

“My eldest saw him and ran 
outside. 

“The gang then started to beat 
him up with a bat. 

“They hit him six times, three 
times in the head. My second eld¬ 
est took two blows as well. 


“I feel my son is in danger and 
the police’s handling of the whole 
thing is diabolical. 

“There’s not enough of a police 
presence in Harlow.” 

The father describes the gang to 
range from as little as four to 20 
members at a time, aged roughly 
between 16 and 20. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police said: “We are investigating 
five separate reports of criminal 


damage and assault in Harlow. 
Officers received a report of an 
assault in Spring Hills, Harlow 
that happened at around 10pm on 
Thursday, November 16. 

“A man was with friends when a 
large group of men have 
approached them. 

“During the incident he was hit 
a number of times around the 
head by a man with a wooden 
bat. 


“He attended hospital with 
minor injuries. 

“The same group have 
reportedly targeted the man with 
threatening behaviour on four 
previous occasions. 

“A report of an assault was 
received earlier that evening, 
Thursday, November 16, in Ram 
Gorse, Harlow, that happened 
shortly before 8pm. 

“A man has received verbal 
abuse from a group of men, aged 
between 16 and 24 years old while 
walking down the street. 

“He has then driven off in his 
car, which has been hit by objects, 
including bricks and stones, 
thrown by the suspects. 

“A report of threatening beha¬ 
viour was received on Tuesday, 
November 14, where a group of 
men have shouted abuse at two 
men. 

Damaged 

“A report of criminal damage 
was received on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 10 where a man has had his 
two cars damaged by a group of 
six to seven men wearing masks 
and hoods. 

“A previous report of criminal 
damage was received on 
Thursday, November 2, where sus¬ 
pects, unknown, have caused 
damage to a man’s car.” 

Investigating officer PC 
Timothy Knights said: “These 
types of attacks are very trau¬ 
matic for the victim and we are 
actively investigating the reports. 
I am overseeing this investigation 
and have taken a statement from 
the victim, am looking at CCTV in 
the area and due to perform 
house-to-house inquiries. 

“Assistance from partner agen¬ 
cies is also being pursued as well 
as support from specialist officers 
to attend the victim’s home 
address and give personal secur¬ 
ity and safety advice. 

“If you witnessed any of these 
incidents or have any informa¬ 
tion, contact Harlow CPT on 101 
or Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.”

A GROUP of pensioners have staged a roadside 
protest to raise awareness of the dangers they face 
when crossing a busy road in Harlow. 

The elderly residents of Fountain Farm gathered 
on the roadside of Tawneys Road on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 20, with signs which read “Too old to run, too 
young to die”, “I could be your nan! Please drive 
slowly” and “Kill your speed, not me”. 

Residents say they are becoming “more and more 
fearful by the day” due to the dangers they face when 
crossing the road. 

It was organised after one resident, Joyce 
Creedon, was nearly hit by a car when attempting to 
cross the road a few weeks ago. 

She said: “We are fearful when we cross Tawneys 
Road. 

Travelling 

“Some of our residents are quite slow and even if 
there are no cars coming when they set off from the 
pavement, there can be a number coming by the time 
they are in the middle of the road, meaning they 
have to wait while the cars pass them by and often 
they are travelling at quite a speed. 

“We want to be able to do our own food shopping, 
visit the post office and collect prescriptions from 
the chemist for ourselves, but we are becoming more 
and more fearful by the day.” 

The protest was co-ordinated by Harlow coun¬ 
cillor Mark Ingall and candidate for Bush Fair

Eugenie Harvey, who have been meeting with the 
residents regularly to discuss their concerns. 

Mr Ingall said: “The issue which is of gravest 
concern to them is the difficulty and danger they 
face in crossing Tawneys Road to get to the Bush 
Fair shops and GP surgery. 

“When one of the residents was nearly hit by 
a car, we decided we would do what we can to 
raise awareness with drivers and to make 
the point that we cannot have our vul¬ 
nerable residents becoming cut off from 
daily life because they are too frightened to 
cross busy roads.” 

A spokesperson for Essex Highways 
said:“If people have further concerns cross¬ 
ing this road, the best way to take them 
forward is to contact their local 
Essex County councillor who can 
raise these issues with the Local 
Highways Panel. 

“It may be that speed surveys 
can be carried out to help 


decide what, if any, remedial action should be taken. 
Drivers must drive to the speed limit at all times and 
allow others to be safe on the road, always giving 
way to pedestrians on the road.” 

Delighted 

The residents were delighted with the 
response from motorists during the demon¬ 
stration, with many beeping their horns and 
giving them the thumbs-up. 

“We were all really happy with the 
response and thank all those motorists 
who encouraged us. 

“Hopefully they will remember the group 
of us standing with our placards every 
time they drive along Tawneys Road 
and wherever there are vulner¬ 
able people crossing busy 
roads.”

Pensioner says alteration ‘makes no sense’

A PENSIONER is “up in arms” 
about a bus company’s decision to 
scrap a route which she says will 
disadvantage the elderly and dis¬ 
abled. 

Joyce Addy, 70, was outraged 
when she discovered Arriva’s 
number 9 route in Harlow would 
be altered and the 9A would be 
canned entirely. 

She feels the services’ altera¬ 
tion will leave residents of local 
retirement and assisted living 
homes without easy access to the 
town centre. 

“It’s disgusting,” said Mrs 
Addy, of Hadley Grange, Church 
Langley. 

“How are pensioners and dis¬ 
abled people going to get out into 
town? We didn’t have a bus there 
for ages - then they put the num¬ 
ber 9 on and everyone was so 
happy 

“People will now have to go 
from the bottom of Church Lane 
to Potter Street - it’s quite a long 
walk.” 

Arriva has published a noti¬ 
fication on its website informing 
customers of changes to their 
number 9 service. 

The planned amendment will 
see buses travel through to 
Epping via the existing route 
along Second Avenue. 

Buses will also run every 20 
minutes for the main part of the 
day from Monday to Saturday. 

At Potter Street, buses will run 
along Southern Way and then via 
London Road towards Epping, 
serving Thornwood Common, 
Epping High Street and the Cent-

vices, Mrs Addy was unable to 
find any signs in the bus station 
warning passengers. 

“They haven’t told us because 
we will all be up in arms,” she 
added. 

In response to Mrs Addy’s cri¬ 
ticisms, Arriva has apologised for 
any inconvenience caused to pas¬ 
sengers but is still planning to 
alter the number 9 service. 

A company spokeswoman said: 
“After careful consideration, 
Arriva has taken the decision to 
alter the number 9 service, due to 
low passenger numbers. 

“When any route change is 
made, Arriva makes it a priority 
to ensure that passengers are 
fully informed by following a 
stringent process which allows a 
two to three week notice period. 

“The re-route will come into 
effect on December 11 and details 
of these changes can be found 
advertised on the Arriva website, 
on-board the buses and via social 
media.”

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Recidivist dealer jailed 
after more drugs found 

Officers visit home and uncover crack cocaine and heroin

A HARLOW drug dealer, who was 
found with more drugs on him 
after he was released on bail, has 
been jailed. 

Ahmed Ahmed, 21, was spotted 
“acting suspiciously” by officers 
from the West Operation Raptor 
team patrolling the Moor Field 
area of Harlow on July 19. 

When they searched him they 
found he had been concealing 16 
rocks of the Class A drugs heroin 
and crack cocaine in his left 
trouser pocket. 

He was also found with £221 in 
cash. 

Suspicion 

Ahmed of Crossley Street, 
Islington, was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of two counts of possession 
of a Class A drug with intent to 
supply and possessing the Class B 
drug cannabis. 

He was released on bail until 
October 9 this year but he failed to 
appear at Harlow police station. 

When officers visited Ahmed’s 
London home to arrest him they 
searched the property and found 
two packages containing crack 
cocaine and heroin and a further 
£240 in cash. 

He was arrested and charged 
with further offences. 

Ahmed pleaded guilty to four 
counts of possessing a Class A 
drug with intent to supply, one 
count of money laundering and a

further charge of possessing the 
Class B drug when he appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Wed¬ 
nesday, November 22. 

He was jailed for a total of five 
years and eight months and the 
court also ordered the forfeiture 
of the cash and drugs. 

Following the sentencing, Ser¬ 
geant James Paget of the West 
Operation Raptor team said: 
“There is no doubt that Ahmed 
was travelling into our county 
from London to deal drugs. 

“What he didn’t bank on was 
that our Operation Raptor team 
are ready and waiting for indi¬ 
viduals like him who think they 
can come into our communities to 
deal drugs. 

“He made a further mistake 
when, after failing to answer bail, 
he clearly thought we wouldn’t go 
and find him. 

“We not only found him, but we 
found more drugs and he ended 
up facing further charges. 

“The simple message is do not 
attempt to deal drugs on the 
streets of Essex.

Expansion of airport 
won’t mean increasing 
pollution, says minister 


THE Minister of State for Climate 
Change has spoken out in praise of 
airports, claiming that they are 
neither “dirty” nor “polluting”. 

Claire Perry, MP for Devizes, was 
speaking at a reception at the Novotel 
Hotel near Stansted Airport following 
the official groundbreaking ceremony 
for the airport’s new technical college. 

The new college is seen as a key 
element in support for the airport’s 
ambitious expansion plans, with 
Andrew Cowan, former Stansted 
Airport CEO, describing it as a 
means to “develop a pipeline of 
employees fit for future growth at the 
airport”. 

The minister also appeared to 
speak out in favour of the airport’s 
expansion, stating that owners the 
Manchester Airport Group (MAG) 
were “very confident” in their plans, 
linking them to “opportunities to 
expand” industry in the area “even 
further”. 

She said: “As the Minister for 
Climate Change, somebody asked me 
‘aren’t airports awful, dirty, polluting 
places?’ Well, the answer is no. We 
can have growth and job 
opportunities and we can do it in a 
way that doesn’t put up emissions.” 

Ms Perry cited statistics provided 
by Stansted Airport as proof of its 
environmental friendliness, 
including that 100 per cent of the 
electrical energy used in its 
buildings came from renewable 
sources. The minister did not, 


however, make mention of emissions 
generated by the aircraft 

According to the European 
Commission for Climate Change, 
aviation is one of the fastest-growing 
sources of greenhouse gas emissions, 
with direct emissions from aviation 
accounting for about three per cent 
of the EU’s total greenhouse gas 
emissions. This would put global 
aviation in the top ten emitters in the 
world if it were a country, the 
commission states. 

It also estimates that a flight from 
London to New York and back 
generates roughly the same level of 
emissions per person as the average 
EU citizen does by heating their 
home for a year. 

Ms Perry’s comments have now 
been contested by Brian Ross, deputy 
chairman of campaign group Stop 
Stansted Expansion, who said: 
“Stansted Airport’s greenhouse gas 
emissions will be equivalent to about 
3.6 million tonnes of C02 in 2017, 
which is around six per cent more 
than last year. As the number of 
flights grows, emissions of 
greenhouse gases grow almost in 
direct proportion. 

“Emissions will grow even faster if 
it begins to introduce more long haul 
flights.” 

A spokesman for Stansted Airport 
said: “We recognise that strong 
environmental management is 
important for our vision of 
responsible and sustainable growth.”

FARE dodgers on Greater Anglia 
services across Essex have been 
fined a total of £121,500 following 
a number of court cases. 

The company’s Revenue 
Protection team caught the 
defendants on board Greater 
Anglia trains in Essex, Suffolk, 
London and Hertfordshire 
without tickets or cash/cards to 
buy a ticket. 

Revenue Protection Inspectors 
can then choose either to issue a 
penalty fare - if people are 
travelling with a wrong ticket 
like an Oyster Card beyond 
Shenfield or in first class on a 
standard ticket - or start 
prosecution proceedings if the 
passenger had boarded the train 
with no intention of paying. 

Greater Anglia issues 
between 4,000 to 6,000 penalty 
fares each month and prosecute 
between 500 to 700 people per 
month. 

On Monday, October 9,129 
people appeared at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court all charged 
with fare evasion in Essex. 

Fines 

The courts imposed fines of 
£25,312 and ordered the various 
fare dodgers to also pay £12,900 
in costs. 

Then, on Monday, November 6, 
a further 134 people appeared 
before Southend Magistrates’ 
Court and were fined £25,593 and 
ordered to pay £13,400 in costs. 

Ipswich Magistrates then 
imposed fines of £8,070 and costs 
of £2,500 on 25 people prosecuted 
for fare dodging on Tuesday, 
November 14. 

A total of 95 people were also 
prosecuted at St Albans 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, November 15, and 
ended up with fines of £24,236 
and £9,500 costs. 

Greater Anglia’s customer 
srevice director Andrew 
Goodrum said: “Ultimately, it’s 
much cheaper to buy a 
ticket than risk a fine or 
prosecution. 

“Not buying a ticket means 
that we have less money to 
invest in the railway and leads to 
ticket prices going up for 
everyone.” 

Fare dodgers cost the railway 
in the UK £200 million a year.

Local homes for local families handover 


THE first affordable homes for 
rent completed at the Atelier 
development in Staple Tye have 
been handed over to residents. 

The £71 million regeneration 
of the The Briars, Copshall Close 
and Aylets Field (BCA) estates is 
a joint partnership between 
Harlow Council, Countryside 
and Home Group. 

A total of 343 new homes will 


be built in three phases, 
comprising 143 private sale 
homes, 165 affordable homes for 
rent and 35 shared ownership. 

By the end of phase one in 
March 2018, 53 affordable homes 
will be provided at Atelier, with 
a further 98 affordable homes 
completed by the end of 2019 and 
the remaining 49 in spring 2020. 

Some of the affordable homes 


will go to council tenants who 
want to move back onto the 
estate. All others for rent will be 
allocated to local people on the 
Harlow Housing Needs Register. 

The multi-million pound 
redevelopment will transform 
the area with new green spaces, 
new landscaping, roads, parking, 
improved cycle and pedestrian 
routes, and a community centre. 


Training opportunities during 
the construction process are also 
on offer. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for housing, said: “I am 
very proud to see local homes 
going to local families on 
Harlow’s housing needs register. 

“This project not only 
provides much-needed affordable 


homes but it will change those 
families’ lives for the better and 
provide them with new 
opportunities in a new 
community. 

“The first handover of modern 
affordable homes at Atelier 
highlights our commitment to 
regenerate Harlow and provide 
new housing opportunities for 
local people in our town.” 


Free coat exchange to help 
homeless fight off the cold 



H AVE you got an old 
coat that could keep 
someone warm and 
dry this winter? 

The town’s first coat exchange 
scheme for the homeless and 
vulnerable has been launched 
at Harlow’s Town Centre 
Library. 

Situated inside the library, the 
scheme is quite simple - people 
are invited to donate unwanted 
coats and jackets by simply 
hanging them up on a rail, while 
those in need are welcome to 
help themselves. 

They don’t even have to let 
anyone know they have removed 
an item. 

Both adults and children’s 
coats can be donated during the 
library’s opening times. 

The library is open 9am to 
5pm on Saturdays, 9am to 7pm 
every other day and closed on 
Wednesdays and Sundays. 

The scheme has been 
championed by Councillor Ian 


Beckett, chair of Harlow’s 
health and wellbeing board, who 
said: “The health and wellbeing 
of all the people of Harlow is 
paramount and that includes 
those without homes or 
vulnerably housed. 


“Lack of housing is an issue 
but there are complex reasons 
for people’s individual 
circumstances and we know that 
initiatives like this can make a 
real difference, especially at this 
time of year.” 


The scheme is being 
supported by Harlow’s 
homeless charities 
Streets2Homes and The 
Chocolate Run who will also 
benefit from the donations. 
Kerrie Eastman, chief operations 


officer for Streets2Homes said: 
“We know how generous Harlow 
people are and we’re confident 
this scheme will receive 
significant support and be 
warmly welcomed.” 

This will be the fourth scheme 
of its kind in Essex Libraries 
following similar initiatives in 
Colchester, Chelmsford and 
Witham. 

Councillor Susan Barker, 
Essex County Council cabinet 
member responsible for 
libraries, said: “This is a 
fantastic community-inspired 
idea and one which will make a 
real difference to people in need, 
especially as the cold weather 
creeps in. 

“Simple schemes like this, 
where people are invited to 
donated unwanted coats by 
simply hanging them up, while 
those in need can help 
themselves, are to be 
congratulated and I would 
encourage people to donate what 
they can to get it started.”

THE MAN WHO INVENTED CHRISTMAS (PG) 

PUTTING aside the veracity of the title, The 
Man Who Invented Christmas is a family- 
friendly jaunt that melds historical fact and 
literary fantasy a la Shakespeare In Love. 

The halls of Susan Coyne's script are decked 
in Victorian-era period detail and unabashed 
sentimentality, drawing parallels between 
Dickens' upbringing and Ebenezer Scrooge's 
painful journey of self-realisation. 

Downtown Abbey pin-up Dan Stevens adopts 
a shaggy mane, not too dissimilar from his 
flowing locks in Beauty And The Beast, as one 
of the titans of English literature, whose 
career was in the doldrums before Jacob 
Marley's ghostly chains rattled in his 
imagination. 

Bharat Nalluri's film is both comforting and 
achingly familiar, wringing out decent laughs 
in scenes where Christopher Plummer's acid- 
tongued miser belittles the author, who gave 
birth to him. 

The overriding tone is saccharine, so 
audiences won't need to buy anything from 
the concessions stand to get a full-blast sugar 
fix.

Talking of Charles Dickens and A Christmas 
Carol (see above), The Muppets' take on his 
festive yarn gets a big screen re-release on 
Monday, December 4. 

In our house, this is regarded as the 
definitive version although the 1951 film 
starring Alastair Sim is pretty good too. 

In the Muppets' retelling, Kermit is Bob 
Cratchit, Miss Piggy is his wife, The Great 
Gonzo is Dickens and Michael Caine makes for 
a suitably miserable Scrooge. Director Brian 
Henson (son of Muppets creater Jim) managed 
to capture the dread of the original but also 
infused it with plenty of laughs and some good 
tunes too.

FAMILY VALUES 


WONDER (PG) ★★★★★ 

C hristmas comes early 
with the aptly titled 
Wonder. Lovingly 
adapted from the 
award-winning 2012 
novel by RJ Palacio, this 
exquisitely calibrated drama 
eschews mawkish 
sentimentality but still has us 
weeping uncontrollably by the 
end credits. 

An elegant script penned by 
director Stephen Chbosky, 
Steve Conrad and Jack Thorne 
confidently navigates the 
choppy emotional waters that 
threaten to separate four 
members of a Manhattan 
family, who have learnt the 
hard way that beauty comes 
from within. 

A simple bookmark structure 
alternates between narrators, 
exposing chinks in the 
characters’ armours as they 
wrestle with insecurities and 
learn life lessons from a 10- 
year-old boy with a rare 
genetic syndrome, which has 
resulted in 27 agonising 
surgeries to painstakingly 
rebuild his face. 

A stellar cast led by Julia 
Roberts, Owen Wilson and 11- 
year-old wunderkind Jacob 
Tremblay, who narrowly 
missed out on an Oscar 


nomination for his stunning 
performance in the 2015 film 
Room, inhabit each flawed 
protagonist with tenderness. 

It’s a magnificent ensemble 
effort, right down to the 
smallest roles on the 
periphery. 

Chbosky directs with an 
assured touch, allowing the 
dazzling cast to do most of the 
heavy emotional lifting 
without recourse to Brazilian 
composer Marcelo Zarvos to 
shamelessly pluck at our 
heartstrings. 

Auggie Pullman (Tremblay) 
has been home-schooled since 
birth by his mother Isabel 
(Roberts) but she feels the time 


has come for her boy to 
venture into the classroom. 

“It’s like leading a lamb to 
the slaughter, and you know 
it,” Auggie’s concerned father 
Nate (Wilson) warns his wife, 
fearing the reaction of other 
children to Auggie’s 
disfigurement. 

The family stands united at 
the gates of Beecher Prep 
school for Auggie’s first day. 

“You can’t blend in when 
you were born to stand out,” 
sweetly whispers Auggie’s 
older sister Olivia (Izabela 
Vidovic) before he meets his 
form teacher Mr Browne 
(Daveed Diggs). 

The youngster makes new 


friends including Jack Will 
(Noah Jupe) and Summer 
(Millie Davis) but his facial 
scars make him an obvious 
target for resident bully Julian 
(Bryce Gheisar). 

Meanwhile, painfully shy 
Olivia also faces isolation when 
she is rejected by her best 
friend Miranda (Danielle Rose 
Russell). 

Wonder draws on wonderful 
source material to deliver a 
deeply moving family portrait 
that will enchant audiences of 
all ages. 

Roberts and Wilson are an 
appealing parental double-act 
and Vidovic beautifully 
illuminates the guilt that 
gnaws at Olivia every time she 
feels jealous about the 
attention lavished upon 
Auggie. 

“My house is the universe 
and revolves around the son ... 
not the daughter,” she 
sombrely observes. 

Tremblay might be 
concealed behind prosthetics 
and a wig but he conveys every 
flicker of Auggie’s raw 
emotions with precision 
beyond his tender years. 

The two-hour running time 
passes with copious laughter 
and tears. 

Only a stone-cold heart will 
be able to resist the film’s 
sincere and heartfelt charms.

EXTRAVAGANT ROCKERS THE DARKNESS PLAY ESSEX NEXT 
WEEK. BASSIST FRANKIE POULLAIN TELLS DARRYL WEBBER 
ABOUT THEIR NEW ALBUM AND THEIR LIVE SHOW 


I n the dark days of winter, 
you can rely on The 
Darkness to bring 
glamour, drama and 
monster riffs to cut 
through the doom and gloom. 
And they’ll be bringing them to 
Essex next week as they play 
the Cliffs Pavilion in Southend. 

Riding high after the release 
of fifth album Pinewood Smile 
last month, the four-piece 
band say they want to save us 
from “mediocre, auto-tuned 
tweens and awful, throbby 
EDM sh*te”. The album is 
packed with zinging tunes and 
witty lyrics along with the 
customary over-the-top 
delivery we’ve come to expect 
from Justin Hawkins and co. 

If Pinewood Smile sounds 
like a band having a lot of fun, 
that’s because it is but it’s hard 
work too, as bassist Frankie 
Poullain explains. 


“We just mess around at 
first, but it goes from playful to 
serious quite quickly,” he says. 
“That’s the dynamic with this 
band. Once we have 
something and it’s out there, 
we have to do something 
different with it, no matter 
how Pythonesque it gets at 
times. If something is wrong, 
we try to make it right. If all of 
us are laughing, it’s working. 
We have a very open approach. 
It’s like a playground mentality 
we have.” 

Frankie says the songs come 
together through a kind of 
group consciousness about 
what a Darkness tune should 
be like and it’s not always 
straight-forward. 

“Each song has to be a 
challenge. It’s like soul music 
in that there has to be a 
struggle. We challenge each 
other all the time, but we love 


it,” Frankie explains. “You can 
tell bands that aren’t enjoying 
it, you can see it in the body 
language.” 

The album was written in 
Putney and recorded in 
Cornwall, and produced by 
Grammy-winning studio guru 
Adrian Bushby (Foo Fighters, 
Muse). Frankie says it was a 
pretty intense experience at 
times but you the results are 
worth it. 

“We did it all in a month, it 
was a lot of work. We laid 
down all the backing tracks 
which took up to 50 takes 
sometimes. We wanted to do it 
old school because you can tell 
the difference.” 

“Too many bands are in the 
comfort zone because of 
technology doing the work for 
them. You miss that natural 
sound, it gets too robotic.” 

As much as the band enjoy 


the writing and recording 
process, you get the distinct 
impression that it’s on stage 
that The Darkness really come 
into their own. They hit the 
road last week and their tour 
hits Southend next week. 
Talking ahead of the dates, 
Frankie couldn’t wait to play 
the new songs to their fans and 
it sounds like they’ve got quite 
a show lined up. 

“It’s all about creating 
monumental euphoria, that’s 
our strength and that’s what 
we do better than anyone,” he 
says. “We create a sense of joy, 
euphoria and abandon. That’s 
what we think rock ‘n’ roll 
should be all about.”

Were you disappointed your 
dance partner TV presenter 
Ruth Langsford did not have 
to opportunity to appear on 
Strictly Come Dancing's 
Blackpool show at the weekend? 
IT'S just one of those things. It 
would have been great if she had 
made it to Blackpool. She was 
unlucky. 

You loiow right at the beginning of 
the series I was not 
that impressed with 
anyone really and 
then it came to the 
first shows and 
instantly everyone got 
good. (Laughs) I think 
they've had extra 
lessons or something, 
but I don't know 
where they got the 
time. 

Ruth would have 
loved Blackpool and 
we had an American 
smooth dance ready to do. It was a 
big showbusiness number - right up 
my street really. 

Did you both escape unhurt from 
the mass pile-up following your 
farewell dance on Strictly? 

(LAUGHS) It's the first time it's 
happened on Strictly. I was lying on 
the dancefloor and everyone just 
ran on and piled on me. 

It was magic with little Debbie 
McGee jumping on the top of the 
pile. Ruth gets a little claustrophobic 
though and she had one or two 
palpitations underneath that pile of 
people. 

You've just released your debut 
album From The Top. How did it 
all come about? 

IT'S something I wanted to do for a 
number of years and recording the 
album was enormous fun to do. 


It's songs that you can dance to 
and I picked all my favourites. The 
hardest was deciding what not to 
pick. I had a list as long as my arm. 
I'm so thrilled with it. I'm like the cat 
that got the cream. 

Did Sir Bruce Forsyth 
inspire you? 

I PERFORMED Me And My Shadow 
with Bruce a few years ago on 
Strictly Come 
Dancing and the 
whole thing was 
inspired by doing 
that number. 

It was one of the 
most favourite 
things I have 
done and sort 
of summed up 
everything to 
do with my 
performing life. 

To be able to do 
that with your 
hero, to do a song you love, I don't 
think it gets any better. 

Did you both have a lot in 
common? 

WE both loved the music of people 
like Frank Sinatra, Sammy Davis Ir, 
ludy Garland, Fred Astaire. 

We loved all that and this album is 
a tribute to Brucie. He is my 
inspiration and my hero. 

We played a lot of golf together 
and he would tell these great stories 
and jokes. I feel lucky enough to 
have been able to call him my 
friend. Such a gentleman. 

He was the king, he was the 
absolute king. There will never be 
anyone else like him. 

What is your favourite 
memory of Bruce? 

I DID a tiny show at the Hippo¬ 
drome in London in the cabaret 


room and he came down and did a 
couple of numbers. 

I mentioned it to him and said 'Do 
you fancy it?' and he just turned up 
and did it. fust great memories. 

It was the height of showbusiness. 
He loved an audience. It did not 
matter if it was two people or 2,000. 
He just loved performing. 

Have you always loved singing? 

I'VE been singing almost as long as 
I've been dancing. I've sung on 
Strictly and I do duets, solos and 
song and dance numbers on my UK 
tours with Erin Boag. 

We'll be celebrating our 10th year 
of touring together next year so we 
are aiming to do something special. 
We will be doing some favourite 
music numbers from past shows 
and new routines as well. 

Are there any duets 
on the album? 

THERE are some great duets. I love 
them. I sing with Hayley Sanderson 
and Lance Ellington, the Strictly 
Come Dancing singers, Connie 
Fisher on City Of Stars and 
Moondance with the Overtones, 
who sound amazing. 

I sing I Bet That You Look Good 
On The Dancefloor by the Arctic 
Monkeys as well. How could I not do 
it? Everyone laughs when they hear 
about the song and then they listen 
to it and it is great. 

Did you enjoy the 
recording process? 

POLYDOR really embraced 
something they do not 
normally do. In their 
stable they have the 
Rolling Stones, Take 
That, Gary Barlow, 

Elbe Goulding - all 
these wonderful artists 
and I am completely 


different to all of them. 

They brought in all the best 
people and a 36-piece orchestra and 
it sounds incredible. (Laughs) Even 
if you don't like the singing, the 
orchestra is remarkable. 

I spent my 20s and 30s penniless 
with just a lot of dreams. This album 
is for everyone who loves swing, 
who loves romance and who 
believes dreams come true. 

How has Strictly changed 
your life? 

IT'S a great show. People don't ask 
for autographs any more though, 
they all want selfies, which is great. 

It's so quick. Or they say 'Have a 
quick word with my mum' and pass 
me the phone. I say 'Hello mum, 
how are you?' I have spoken to 
mums up and down the country. 

Have you ever thought about 
leaving the show? 

(LAUGHS) I'm never going. They 
barely even have to ask me to do 
another series. Even if they didn't 
ask, I would turn up anyway. 

You are also now the father of 
twins as well. How do you 
manage everything? 

I HAVE the most incredible wife. 
She's remarkable and looks after 
everything, including me, thank 
God. 

The twins are a bit on the young 
side to appreciate Christmas, but I 
love Christmas and will be decking 
the halls with boughs of holly. I love 
a Christmas tree.

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Don't guilt mums about 
breastfeeding for longer 



W HEN it comes to 
breastfeeding, it 
seems everyone has 
an opinion, whether 
they're a parent or not. 
We're generally told that if we 
can, then we should breastfeed, 
but some women who breastfeed 
past a certain point receive a 
negative reaction. 

The World Health Organisation 
recommends all babies be 
exclusively breastfed for six 
months, then gradually 
introduced to appropriate foods, 
while continuing to breastfeed for 
two years or beyond. 

Many mothers decide to stop 
much sooner than the two-year 
mark however, when their baby 
develops teeth, or they go back to 
work, or find that their child loses 
interest when solid food is 
introduced. But some choose to 
continue. 

The breastfeeding benefits are 
undisputed - it's associated with 
increased protection from 
infection and diseases for the 
infant, and reduced risk of breast 
and ovarian cancer for mother, 
among other things - but there is 
confusion around how long those 
benefits continue, and whether 
breastfeeding 'beyond two years' 
is the best approach. 

"There is no research 
which shows that 
breastfeeding beyond 
infancy is in any way 
harmful," says Anna 
Burbidge, from La 
Leche League GB. 

"There is no specific 
age at which children 
should wean." 

So, what are the 
potential benefits of 
what pro-breastfeeding groups 
call 'full-term' nursing? 

BREASTFEEDING CAN PROVIDE 
COMFORT AND SECURITY, EVEN AS 
A TODDLER 

"BREAST milk maintains 
nutritional value as well as 
emotional benefits, however old a 
baby is,” says Anna. "Although as a 
child grows, nursing is no longer 
the main food source for him, he 
still has a need for the warmth 
and security and breastfeeding 
can often meet a child's needs 
more completely and easily than 
anything else. 

"Breastfeeding can provide 
feelings of love, comfort and 
protection,” she adds. "Allowing a 
toddler to nurse (or wean) at his 
own pace is an expression of trust 
that contributes to his self¬ 
esteem, and children love the 
comfort and security.”

support charity Cuidiiu, adds: 
"Some mums call it their secret 
weapon - it's emotional 
nourishment as well as physical 
nourishment.

BREASTFEEDING 
FULL-TERM IS THE 
NORM IN MANY 
COUNTRIES 

CLARE MORRISON, 
GP at online doctor 
and pharmacy Med 
Express, says: 
"Breastfeeding to 
between two and 
four years old, while 
unusual in Western countries, is 
the norm in the third world, and 
was quite natural throughout 
human civilisation.” 

Sue says we should look to the 
example set by Scandinavian 
countries, where breastfeeding in 
general is more common. 

"Denmark, Norway and Sweden 
all have high initiation figures - 
98% (of mothers breastfeed). 

"That's what we should be 
looking to replicate.” 

PHYSICAL BENEFITS DON'T STOP 
BECAUSE A CHILD GETS OLDER 

"WE KNOW from all the research 
that all breast milk is good at any 
stage," says Sue. "Breast milk is 
good and it's normal - it provides 
a stable base, it builds the 
immune system, it's about 
reconnecting. Breastfeeding 
carries a lifelong health advantage 
and (the benefits) continue to 
well past the period of feeding." 

She adds: "We're looking for 


people to acknowledge and 
accept that breast milk is different 
(to formula). There's a lot of talk 
about women being coerced into 
breastfeeding (though) and we 
support all parents, regardless of 
their breastfeeding choices.” 

Anna adds: "It is sometimes 
thought that there is a point where 
breast m ilk no longer offers any 
benefits, but this isn't accurate. 

"Human milk continues to 
complement and boost the 
immune system for as long as it is 
offered. During the weaning 
process, the composition of 
human milk adjusts to meet the 
needs of the growing child so that, 
although the volume is 
decreasing, an appropriate level 
of nutrients remains present and 
immunological protection is not 
compromised.” 

NATURAL WEANING IS BETTER 
THAN FORCING INDEPENDENCE 

THE main issue charities want to 
reinforce is that it's all about doing 
what comes naturally. 

Anna says: "It's sometimes 
suggested that breastfeeding an 
older child leads to them being 
overly dependent on their mother, 
but we know of no evidence to 
support this suggestion, whereas 
there is evidence that it aids in

growth towards independence. 

"It's a natural process for 
children to outgrow breastfeeding 
on their own, letting them grow at 
their own pace. Independence 
can't be forced upon a child 
before he is ready to assume it. 

"Natural weaning allows for 
differences in children." 

SOME WOMEN ONLY STOP 
BREASTFEEDING EARLY BECAUSE 
OF SOCIETAL PRESSURES 

"THERE is definitely societal 
pressure put on women to stop 
breastfeeding when everyone else 
does, rather than do what feels 
natural and works for them and 
their child,” says Clare. "This is 
probably because people aren't 
used to seeing older children 
being breastfed, particularly 
beyond the age of two. The length 
of time a mother breastfeeds is 
very much a personal decision, 
and all mums should be 
supported and encouraged to do 
what suits them." 

EACH WOMAN AND CHILD IS UNIQUE 

THE charities won't suggest an 
age at which women 'should' feed 
until, because what women don't 
need is any extra pressure around 
the issue of breastfeeding, and 
what works for one person doesn't 
always work for another. 

"Breastfeeding forms part of the 
unique relationship between a 
mother and child and will not be 
the same experience for 
everyone," Anna says. 

"Breastfeeding continues to 
offer benefits to mother and child, 
both to their health and mental 
and emotional wellbeing, for as 
long as it continues.”

If you are still feeling in need of some 
extra support, there are steps you can 
take to boost your confidence: 


ACCEPT HELP FROM FRIENDS AND FAMILY 

BE open about your hair loss with those 
closest to you and confide in them how it 
makes you feel. Explain how they can be 
there for you and what type of support 
you may need. 


ATTEND A SUPPORT 
GROUP 

YOUR family and 
friends may always 
be there for you, but 
when you're trying 
to deal with hair 
loss, having a great 
support network 
around you with 
people going 
through the same 
thing can work 
wonders.

TALK TO YOUR HAIRDRESSER

TRY A WIG AND OTHER COVER-UPS 

IF YOU'RE really struggling to accept 
your altered appearance, wigs and hair 
extensions are an option many people 
feel comfortable turning to. 

TALK TO A PROFESSIONAL 

THIS is an avenue to explore if you find 
you're losing sleep over your hair loss. 
Medically speaking, there are repeat 
prescription options and other treat¬ 
ments available, which you should talk to 
your GP or online doctor about to find an 
option best suited to you and find out 
what is applicable in your case. 

The most important thing to acknowl¬ 
edge, is that hair loss is very common 
and no one should feel ashamed or 
stressed about it.

ROLLS 


INGREDIENTS 

(Serves four as a 
starter or part of a 
mezze) 

2 aubergines 
4tbsp olive oil 
175g feta cheese 
175g ricotta cheese 
Small handful flat leaf 
parsley, chopped 
5-6 rasps freshly grated 
nutmeg 

10 turns from the black 
pepper mill 

1.5tbsp capers, chopped 
To serve: 
lOOg mixed rocket, 
watercress and baby 
spinach 

Juice of 1/2 lemon 
2tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
Seeds from 1/2 pomegranate 
Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Cut the aubergines 
lengthwise into slices 
about 5mm thick. You 
should get about six 
slices from each 
aubergine. 

2. Brush the aubergine 
slices on both sides 
with oil and grill them 
in batches on a 
barbecue or griddle 


pan for three to four 
minutes on each side 
until browned, tender 
and pliable. Set them 
aside. 

3. Mash the feta and 
ricotta in a bowl with a 
fork and add the 
parsley, nutmeg and 
black pepper. Stir in the 
capers. 

4. Spoon a generous 
tablespoon of filling on 
to the wide end of each 
aubergine slice and roll 
it up like a Swiss roll. 

5. To serve, arrange the 
salad leaves on a 
platter, dress them with 
lemon juice and olive 
oil, then season. 

6. Arrange the 
aubergine rolls on top, 
seam-side down, and 
decorate them with 
pomegranate seeds. 
Serve at room 
temperature as a starter 
or part of a mezze. 


love Mexican food 
It's so in your face 


R ICK STEIN, seafood 

authority, celebrity chef 
and restaurateur 
extraordinaire - a man 
who's travelled the world 
eating and collecting traditional 
cooking techniques, magpie-like 
- claims to be "only a very, very 
enthusiastic amateur when it 
comes to Mexican food" 

Flicking through his latest 
cookbook, The Road To Mexico, 
which has a BBC TV series to 
accompany it, 'amateur' is not 
the word one would reach for. 

'EnthusiasticJ however, is 
pretty spot on. 

The 70-year-old, usually 
synonymous with Cornwall's 
Padstow ('Padstein' to the 
locals), retraced a journey he 
took as a hungry 21-year-old in 
1968, through Mexico and into 
California. Although this time, 
instead of hitchhiking, he 
travelled in a rather lovely, 
powder blue convertible Ford 
Mustang. 

He remembers how, despite 
tucking into the odd batch of 
Indian food in Sixties England, 
on his original trip, Mexican food 
"was the first truly foreign and 
exotic food" he’d ever tasted. 

"The chilli, the sourness and the 
freshness of everything I tried 
there really struck a note with 
me," Rick recalls. "It's so in your 
face." 

The appeal of returning to 
California was to see how it had 
moved on and changed, he 
explains: "I was there in the 
hippy days, although I wasn't a 
hippy myself, I hasten to add.” 

Why not? "Why not indeed? 

It's funny," he says, recalling a 
trip to the Haight-Ashbury 
district in San Francisco, "I'd

been nervous about smoking 
acid or taking anything. My wife 
[Sarah Burns] later said, 'You 
must have been the only person 
aged 21 in Haight-Ashbury at 
that time not to have smoked a 
joint! Haha!" 

Rick's enthusiasm for Mexican 
food really is boundless, whether 
its fresh ceviche ("The way they 
make it in Mexico is so special"), 
Wahacan cheese ("They make it 
by pulling the cheese into longer 
and longer strands, and then roll 
it up like knitting wool into a 


ball"), or stuffed and refried 
tortillas called panuchos - the 
best of which he ate at a Holiday 
Inn in Campeche. 

He says we often misconstrue 
the cuisine and mistake it for 
something it's not; nachos and 
fajitas for instance are Tex-Mex, 
not Mexican. "There are actually 
a lot of lighter, fragrant dishes; 
it's not all about loads of meat, 
cheese, cream and tortillas - it’s 
much more varied than that." 

Rick also finds the ways 
Mexicans eat fascinating.

"Breakfast is a remarkable meal 
in Mexico - a bit like it is in 
Britain, actually.” He quotes the 
late playwright Somerset 
Maugham, who wrote that "the 
best way to eat in England is to 
eat breakfast three times a day” 

"I love going into a big open 
courtyard in tropical Mexico, 
there are birds flying in and out, 
big tables and Mexican families 
sitting down to breakfast with 
lots of lovely cinnamon coffee 
and plates of huevos in various 
shapes and forms. Motulenos is 
my latest thrill, which is fried 
eggs with peas, ham, and salsa, 
and chilaqueles, where they 
chop yesterday's tortillas into 
segments and deep fry them, and 
do them with fried eggs and chilli 
sauce." 

Then there's the street food, 
which Rick calls "among the best 
in the world" and describes as 
hinging on family, history and 
culture. The tacos in particular. 

"They have a bit of meat, a lot 
of tomatoes, lettuce, onions and 
often avocado, then there's chilli, 
salsa and radish in there - tacos 
are really balanced. The only 
fattening thing about them is you 
do tend to eat too many because 
they’re so bloody scrumptious. 
You say, 'I'll have three] and end 
up having nine. I just find them a 
very, very agreeable way of 
eating. 

"A tortilla is a perfect vehicle 
for holding street food," he adds. 
"It's an instant wrapper - you 
don't need boxes, you just pick 
one up and eat it. That and a beer 
or two is perfection for me.” 


IF YOU'RE inviting friends round 
for a quiet Christmas celebration, 
or planning a "stand in the 
kitchen and ignore the sofa" 
party, then you'll be looking for 
drinks ideas. Here goes... 

NICE AND EASY WINES: 

■ Vignobles Roussellet Pinot 
Noir (£4.49, Aldi,12.5% abv): I 
poured this red in a wine tasting 
and it went down a treat. It has 
bright jammy fruit, is easy- 
drinking and look at that price. 

■ Taste the Difference 
Bordeaux Rose (£7, Sainsbury's, 
12.5% abv): A lovely pink. Made 
from merlot, it has a nose full of 
red fruits, strawberries and a hint 
of tropical fruit. 

■ Fruity White (£5, Spar, 13% 
abv): Ignore Spar wines at your 
peril, they've brought out a new 
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range (more on that in the New 
Year). This is a simple South 
African white, billed as "smooth 
and mellow", made from chenin 
blanc. It's a kitchen party pourer. 

FESTIVE FIZZLERS: 

■ Martini Prosecco (£10.78, 
Asda - although I've seen it on 
rollback for £7,11.5% abv): A 
pretty prosecco with Martini 
branding that might be 
overlooked in that prosecco 
"space". It has uncomplicated 
aromas of apple and pear and 
a citrus kick in the mouth. 


■ Borgo Molino (£ £9.99, The 
Co-op, 11% abv): You can buy 
this wine in a gift pack for 
£14.99, with truffles, to take 
along as a gift for your hosts. 

This dry prosecco has notes of 
green apple and a citrus bite. 

BELTING BEERS: 

■ Hobgoblin IPA (four for £6 
in Asda, also sold in The Co-op 
and Morrisons): This is a new 
launch. I'm told IPA drinkers 

nowadays are more likely "to be 
female and younger" though if 
younger than me, I don't know. 
It's a copper-coloured brew 
created from English hops 
Fuggles and Goldings. 

■ Meantime Chocolate Porter 
(£23 for 12, meantimebrewing, 
com, or £1.99 each, Waitrose): 
A dark beer with four different 


roasted malts, matured with 
real chocolate. There's 
definitely chocolate on the 
nose! This robust beer will 
work well with party-time 
spicy dishes such as a chilli. 

CHRISTMAS SPIRIT: 

■ Monkey Shoulder (£27 at 
Tesco, widely available 
elsewhere): The name "monkey 
shoulder" refers to a time when 
maltmen turned barley by hand, 
causing their arm to tire and 
hang down like a monkey's. It's a 
blend of three single malt 
whiskies and has notes of vanilla, 
orange and a spicy bite. Check 
out party cocktail recipes at 
monkeyshoulder.com 
■ Ramsbury Vodka (£34.55, 
masterofmalt.com): A super¬ 
special gold medal-winning single 


estate vodka. Ramsbury grow the 
wheat on their chalk downs in 
Wiltshire, combine it with water 
from their land, and distill. The 
nose is rich with vanilla, it has a 
creaminess and a good weight. 

Ice is all it needs and perhaps a 
slither of orange peel. 

A CREAMY FLOURISH: 

■ Amarula (RRP £12.50, widely 
available): This isn't as "gunky" 
as some more familiar creams 
and is just as tasty over a drop of 
ice. The base spirit is made from 
the fruit of the Marula tree in 
South Africa. Check out amarula. 
com for recipes.

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FISH TACOS 


WITH CHILLI AND | 

1 

CORIANDER 

1 


INGREDIENTS 

(Serves 8) 

225g plain flour 
Pinch salt 

170g cold, unsalted butter, cut into 

1cm cubes 

80ml ice-cold water 

For the filling: 

500g rhubarb, cut into 6cm long 
batons (save any trimmings) 

Finely grated zest of an orange 
200g granulated sugar 
Pinch salt 

Juice of 1/2 an orange 
Itbsp muscat dessert wine 
30g unsalted butter, melted 
30g caster sugar 
2tbsp sugar, for the glaze 
To serve: 

Vanilla ice cream or whipped 
cream 

METHOD: 

1. In a food processor, pulse 
the flour and salt. Add the 
butter and process briefly. 
Sprinkle over the ice-cold 
water and pulse for about 
five seconds, until just 
moistened. 

2. Transfer the dough to a 
floured work surface and 
knead it two or three times 
until it comes together. Pat 
the dough into a disc. Lay a 


sheet of baking parchment 
and dust it with flour. Roll 
out the dough like a pizza 
to make a 35cm circle, 
4-5mm thick. Transfer the 
parchment to a baking sheet 
and chill the pastry. 

3. Preheat the oven to 220°C/ 
Fan 200°C. Toss the rhubarb 
in a bowl with the orange 
zest, sugar, salt, juice and 
wine and mix well. 

4. Arrange the rhubarb on 
top of the pastry and sprinkle 
over any remaining sugary 
mixture. 

5. Leave a border of 5-6cm 
around the edge of the 
pastry, fold that in and crimp 
to form a border. 

6. Brush the fruit with 


melted butter and sprinkle 
with caster sugar, then repeat 
this process three times. 

7. Bake the galette for 10-12 
minutes, then lower the oven 
temperature to 200° C/Fan 
180°C and bake for a further 
30-35 minutes. 

8. To make the glaze, cook 
the rhubarb trimmings with 
75ml of water until soft. 

Strain the liquid from the 
pulp and add the two 
tablespoons of sugar. Pour 
this back into the pan and let 
the sugar dissolve, then 
reduce to a thick syrup. 

9. Leave the galette to cool, 
then brush it with the glaze. 
Serve with vanilla ice cream 
or whipped cream. 


INGREDIENTS 

(Serves 6) 

12 x 15cm corn tortillas 
600g cod fillet 

lOOg plain flour, seasoned with 
pinch of salt and 6 turns from the 
black pepper mill 
1L corn or vegetable oil 

For the batter: 

200g plain flour 
1/4tsp salt 

1/2tsp baking powder 
275ml ice-cold beer 
For the toppings: 

1/4 small white cabbage, finely 
shredded 

1 avocado, stoned, peeled and 
diced 

Hot chilli sauce, such as Cholula or 
Huichol 

For the pico de gallo salsa: 

2 large ripe tomatoes, deseeded 
and diced 

1/2 onion, finely chopped 
A handful of coriander, chopped 

1 green serrano or jalapeno chilli, 
finely chopped 

1/4tsp salt 

Juice of 1/2-1 lime 

For the chipotle crema: 

2 chipotles en adobo 
3tbsp mayonnaise 
3tbsp soured cream 
Juice of 1/2 lime 


METHOD: 

1. Warm the tortillas in a dry 
frying pan, in a microwave or 
in the oven. 

2. Get your toppings - 
shredded cabbage, diced 
avocado, pico de gallo salsa, 
and hot chilli sauce - ready. 
Mix the ingredients for the 
crema and set aside. Mix the 
ingredients for the pico de 
gallo salsa - starting with the 
lime - and also set aside. 

3. To make the batter, sift the 
flour, salt and baking powder 
into a roomy bowl. Using a 


balloon whisk, incorporate 
the beer until you have a 
smooth batter. Set aside. 

4. Cut the fish into fingers 
about 1cm thick. Heat the oil 
in a large pan to 190°C. Dip a 
few pieces of fish into the 
seasoned flour, shake off the 
excess, then dip them into 
the batter. Fry for two to 
two-and-a-half minutes until 
crisp and golden. 

5. Repeat until you've 
cooked all the fish, draining 
each batch briefly on kitchen 
paper to remove excess oil. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. 

6. Serve the fish immediately 
in warm tortillas, with the 
toppings on the table for 
guests to help themselves.

NIGEL HEATH sets 
out on the new 
Cross Britain walk 


J m M V E'RE on the road 
again/' I said to my 
walking friend Peter 
as we stood with our 
backs to Boston's 

famous 'Stump' church tower early 
on a chilly November morning. 

Ahead lay four wonderful days of 
walking from the Lincolnshire fens 
and on to higher ground as we 
headed for Margaret Thatcher's 
home town of Grantham and 
beyond. 

Four further weeks walking in the 
New Year will take us through winter 
and out in to spring and summer, to 
the North Wales resort of 
Barmouth on the Irish 
Sea. 

We were starting a new 
280 miles cross-Britain ^ 

trail created as a fund 
raiser by the Macmillan 
cancer charity. 

We hoisted our packs 
onto our backs, took up 
our walking poles and set 
forth, soon to pass a cluster 
of fishing boats on the 
banks of the River Within 
estuary. 

They were the final echo 
of the 13th century when 
Boston rivalled London for 
trade with Northern 
Europe. 

Beyond Kirton, with its 
eye-catching metal village 
sign, we stopped in a cafe 
and met a man from the 
Netherlands who said how 
lucky we were to have the 
legal right to roam. 

We decided on lunch in the 
oddly named village of Wigtoft, 
where our trusty Ordnance Survey 
map told us there was a pub, but it 
was nowhere to be found. 

As if on cue, a council lorry driver 
arrived to empty the bins and told us 
the pub had closed some time ago. 
Cue our often-used plan B - 
sandwiches in the nearby parish 
church porch. 

"There are tables inside," invited a 
lady who'd popped in to borrow the 
church wheelchair. 

We got chatting about the state of 
the world and she told us the silver 
lining story of how her ambulance 
driver son had thrice resuscitated a

badly injured tourist on the way 
to hospital after the London tube 
bombings and had later attended her 
wedding in Australia. 

On leaving this quiet village we 
crossed the noisy A16 Boston to 
Spalding and were soon on a quiet 
lane in the midst of a flat landscape 
sewn with vast swathes of cabbages 
and brussels sprouts for as far as the 
eye could see. 

Further on we spotted a tiny Cross 
Britain Way sticker, many hun¬ 
dreds more of which will help 
guide us safely onwards.. 

Storm clouds were gathering as 


we plodded into Donington to 
meet Matthew Flinders, holding 
his telescope with his faithful cat 
Trim at his feet in the market 
square. 

This famous explorer was the 
first to circumnavigate Australia, 
charting and naming most of the 
southern coast, including Cape 
Donnington, and there are more 
statues of him 'down under' than 
any other historic figure, with the 
exception of Queen Victoria. 

The heavens were about to open so 
we took refuge in the Black Bull, 
where we were welcomed by a 
roaring log fire and a friendly crowd 
of locals. This was just perfect 
because our B&B was close by and 
the pub served evening meals. 

Early next morning we were back 
on the trail and again surrounded by 
vast arrays of crops as we followed a 



small lane which our 
Cross Britain Way guide 
book told us would 
eventually end at the 
South Forty Foot Drain. 

But because we were 
chatting and I wasn't 
paying attention to the 
map, we went straight 
ahead on a sharp bend 
and ended up in a 

deserted farmyard with no sign of the 
substantial waterway helping to 
drain the fens. 

The way now led across more vast 
tracks of open land, through the 
picturesque villages of Horbling and 
Billingborough but the land was 
rising as we trudged up the long hill 
to journey's end in Folkingham. 

The spreading rays of sunset 
turned the church clock face to gold 
as we found our way to our B&B in a 
magnificently converted barn 
and - as luck would have it 
- there was a village pub 
serving supper. 

The following day, with the 
fens now far behind us, we 
found our way along quiet 
lanes and country paths, 
through Sapperton, where we 
sat for coffee in the church¬ 
yard. There was Ropsley, and 
finally Old Somerby, where 
we left the trail to walk into 
busy Grantham for the night. 

By a stroke of luck, our hotel 
was opposite the Grantham 
Canal, along which we walked 
for five miles the following 
morning to rejoin the trail at 
Woolsthorpe Wharf. 

Here, we met Grantham 


Canal Society members George Gee, 
82, Alan Brown, 68, and supermarket 
employee Gemma Batalla, 34, from 
Barcelona, who was about to spend 
the day clearing weeds. 

Journey's end was now in 
sight and, after passing through 
Woolsthorpe by Belvoir and close by 
magnificent Belvoir Castle, now a 
conference and weddings venue, we 
left the trail to walk into nearby 
Redmile where we'd arranged for a 
taxi to take us the 60 miles back to 
Boston. 

Hopefully, we'll be back in January 
for more small adventures on this 
wonderful new Cross Britain Way.

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T he British have a long 
tradition of converting 
unusual properties into 
homes including public toilets, 
water towers and even 
wartime nuclear bunkers. 

But the more eye-catching 
examples are the small 
number of windmills that have 
been converted into residential 
use. 

It is rare to find one for sale 
ready to move into but one has 
come on to the market, called 
Patcham Windmill, overlooking 
Brighton in East Sussex. 

Built in 1885 it was the last 
windmill to be constructed in 
Sussex and, extraordinarily 
given that technology made it 
largely obsolete as soon as it 
was built, worked through until 



1924. During the Second World 
War it was used as a look-out 
post by the Home Guard and 
was converted into a home in 
1963. During this work its 
original machinery was 
preserved largely intact and 
new sails were later installed, 
and then replaced in 1990 
after a lightning strike. 

The current owners have 
spent a fortune doing up the 
property, from which there are 
beautiful panoramic views over 
Brighton and its coastline. 

The windmill includes a 
kitchen on the ground floor, 
bedrooms on the first and 
second floors, bathroom on 
the third and viewing platform 
at the top. 

Built to the side of the 
windmill is an octagonal 
extension with a living room on 
the ground floor and master 
bedroom on the second, plus a 
conservatory at the back. 

The property is now for sale

£1.38 million. 


A HOME 



K ing James II 
had one of 
the most 
embar¬ 
rassing and 
short reigns 
of any 
monarch, it 

can be argued. 

After ascending to the English 
throne in February 1685 he 
lasted less than four years before 
a suspicious protestant nobility 
- supported by large swathes of 
the population - fetched his 
nephew William III of Orange to 
invade England and kick him 
out. 

But in happier times, when he 
lived in Scotland while waiting 
to ascend the throne, James 
hung out at Illieston Castle in 
Broxburn to the west of 
Edinburgh. 

Thought to have a history 
going back 500 years, it was then 
a hunting lodge used by nobility 
including several Scottish kings 


during the 15th and 16th centu¬ 
ries. 

After James was deposed from 
his English crown and fled to 
France, Illieston Castle passed 
back and forth from lords to 
earls and then, during the 1850s, 
was renovated by acclaimed 
architect William Burn. 

Over the past nine years the 
current owners have also 
restored and upgraded the 
property, which is approached 
down a tree-lined avenue. It 
features a large entrance hall, 
dual-aspect dining room, origi¬ 
nal fireplace, sitting room, utility 
and cloakroom as well as four 
bedrooms. 

Other architectural gems 
within the castle include a dra¬ 
matic stone spiral staircase 
leading to a master suite which 
is currently being rented out via 
Airbnb.

B ritish-born Holly¬ 
wood actor Cary 
Grant has been dead 
for over 30 years but his 
influence as an icon of 
post-war Hollywood style 
remains undiminished. 

Famed as the arche¬

A historic connection between Spitfire 
planes, the composer Beethoven and 
Vogue magazine would seem like an 
unlikely one. 

But it exists within this former 
industrial building. It was originally 
the home of a famous piano manufac¬ 
turer then, during the Second World 
War, the factory was converted to 
wartime production and is where 
canopies and propellers were made 
for the Supermarine Spitfire fighter. 

After the war its owner Chappell & 
Co returned to making pianos, but by 
1970 had lost out to cheaper instru¬ 
ments made in the Far East. 

During the 1970s and 1980s the 
premises became a studio complex for 
photographers and modelling 
agencies and it's here that many photo

Meet the plants that j 
shake off the cold i

A utumn is the season 
we pay homage to 
the beautiful and 
dazzling colours 
that deciduous trees 
display in their 
leaves. Fiery 
oranges of prunus, 
the scarlets and crimsons of maples, 
rosy pink Cercidiphyllums, coppery 
beech leaves and yellowing birch 
foliage make a vivid tapestry. 

But once the leaves have 
dropped and the stems 
are bare, our attention 
is drawn to the 
evergreens which 
provide much of 
the beauty of our 
winter landscapes. 

So this week, we 
celebrate plants 
that tough it out for 
winter, retaining their 
foliage and giving 
structure and interest all 
year round. 

Normally I'd include 
box, but between 
caterpillars and 
disease it's 
suffering so much 
it might need 
chemical 
introduction to 
keep it going. 

However, there 
are many 
suitable 

alternatives to it 
such as yew, 
lonicera, euonymus 
and phillyrea, depending 
on whether you require a 
hedge or want some topiary shapes. 

Here's a selection, a mix of the 
familiar and some new twists on old 
favourites. 

Daphniphyllum macropodum is a 
large evergreen shrub whose leaves 
you might mistake for a rhodo. 

You won't get showy flowers 
however, just super elegant dark green 
foliage that hangs downwards to 
reveal bright red leaf stalks and 
flushed pink juvenile leaves that 
point upwards in spring. It's a real 
statement plant. 

Euphorbia is such a diverse family, 
from our native woodland spurges to 
the Christmas poinsettia. 

There are also wonderful evergreen 
shrubs in this family, notably 
Euphorbia mellifera and E. x 
pasteurii, a relative newcomer, both 
of which form perfect dome-shaped 
shrubs with whorls of leaves and 


delicious honey-scented 
flowers. 

Sarcococca, or sweet box, is a

possible alternative to box, belonging 
as they do to the same family. The 
bonus here is the sweetly scented 


flowers in winter and, like regular box, 
it's happy in the shade, even tolerating 
dry soil. Look out for 'Winter Gem' 
which is a choice variety. 

Never dismiss 'common' plants - 
they are often widely planted for good 
reason. 

Mahonia is one such, providing 
architectural interest with its 
distinctive leaves and sprays of 
scented lemon-yellow flowers in 
spring. 

'Soft Caress' is a new cultivar, with 
thornless and slender leaves giving a 
more oriental and delicate 
appearance. Great for bringing light to 
dark spots. 

Fatsia japonica, or castor oil, is 
another familiar plant but is 
nonetheless dramatic and sculptural 
in winter. It does well in most soils 
and is particularly valuable in shady 
spots. 

There is a new introduction, Fatsia 


polycarpa, whose leaves are more 
finely shaped and will bring an exotic 
feel to the shrubbery. 





Check on your forced hyacinths 


■ If you are forcing 
hyacinths for Christmas, 
have a peep at them to 
check their growth. Leave 
them in the dark under 
black plastic until at least 
an inch of growth is 
showing. 

■ Plant up hippeastrum 
bulbs for a delightful 
display of these exotic 
blooms. 

■ You've probably finished 
with mowing the lawn but

you can give your garden a 
neater appearance for the 
winter by cutting the edges 
with a lawn edger to 
provide a crisp finish. 

■ Warm weather in October 
and November means there 
have been quite a few 
weeds growing so on 
clement days, try to pull out 
a few. 


■ Tie in climbing roses to 
prevent wind damage - old 
nylon tights tied in a figure 
of eight between the stem 
and support work well. 

■ Prune deciduous hedging 
but leave evergreen hedges 
until spring. 

■ Clean tools before putting 
away for winter. Fill a small 
bucket with sand and oil 
and dip the metal parts of 
tools in - this will clean and 
oil them. 
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Osmanthus delavayi has small dark 
green serrated leaves arranged in opposite 
pairs and makes a great evergreen 
hedging plant. 

Happy in the sun or shade, it does well 
in most soils. The real secret, however, is 
the gorgeous aroma from the tonnes of 
small jasmine- like flowers in spring. 

'Heaven Scent’ is a new variety worth 
seeking out. 

Astelia looks great throughout winter, so 
long as it's not in too exposed a position. 


It has great sword-like silver leaves that 
shimmer in winter sunshine. It looks as if 
it requires full sun but actually is perfect 
for dappled shade and brightens up dark 
areas. Dig plenty of humus into the soil to 
keep it nice and moist. 

A careful selection of some choice 
shrubs can keep your garden alive while 
other plants hibernate, and will provide 
you with those Instagram moments when 
a sharp frost or a dusting of snow creates a 
winter wonderland. 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q l have just bought five 
small pots which contain 
Japanese azaleas. 

They are suitable for 
planting on into larger 
containers, but I don't know 
when I should do it. 

Is now a good time or 
should I keep them in a shed 
until next year? 

If so, do I water them 
during this time? Do they 
need any special treatment? 
What compost do I need?

A Hi Ellis. Most evergreen 
azaleas are hardy but if 



you have been keeping these 
plants indoors, perhaps now is 
not the best time to introduce 
them to outdoor life as 


weathermen are predicting 
Arctic weather. Azalea are 
edge of woodland plants that 
enjoy acidic soil and dappled 
sun. You can pot them on now 
- go one or two pot sizes 
bigger and be sure to use an 
ericaceous compost. 

Feed them in spring with an 
ericaceous feed and don't let 
the compost completely dry 
out - even in winter. 

Ideally water them with 
rainwater as tap water in hard 
areas can be alkaline which 
makes the soil less acidic. 

Composted leaves make a 
good acidic mulch. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


GINKGO BILOBA 

This made my day when I spotted 
it on a suburban London street, 
resplendent in its bright yellow 
autumn coat. 

Ginkgo, or the Maidenhair tree, is 
one of those unusual deciduous 
conifers that drops its leaves in 
autumn. It is the sole survivor of 
an ancient family dating back 
about 160 million years. 


It is tolerant of pollution so is 
used in city planting schemes. 

The female produces pungent 
fruit so if you have room for one, it 
is recommended that you choose 
the odourless male variety. It is too 
big for most gardens at 25 metres 
when mature. There are dwarf 
varieties such as 'Troll' available, 
but I'm not sure they do it justice.

T he countdown to 

Christmas has started - 
this week we open the 
first window on Advent 
calendars. The shops 
are already full of 
decorations so, if you 
haven't already started, 
now is a good time to plan howyou will 
deck your home - and not just with holly. 

But if you get it wrong, you could end 
up with more than just a badly decorated 
home - you could suffer a conflagration. 
Fire brigade call outs increase at this 
time of the year - candles and cards are 
obvious risks. Cheap electric lights from 
unknown sources are a second danger 
- poor quality wiring can easily burst into 
flames, especially as many leave lights 
twinkling all night long. 

And there is the risk of ladder 
accidents as we try to reach ceilings to 
hang decorations but also because of our 
growing love with decorating our homes 
outside. Putting ladders on soft earth to 
reach upper floors can easily turn into a 
visit to A&E. 

But for most, it will be a happy 
Christmas. First work out your budget. 
You could spend a fortune - in the 
United States, some spend several 
thousand dollars on professional 
Christmas decoration companies. 

Equally, you could spend nothing - 
many of us re-use decorations and lights 
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- Whether you go for a 
simple indoor tree or 
■ something more 
elaborate to share 
your joy with the 
neighbours - it pays 
to check eveything is 
safe and using low 
energy bulbs

from previous years. 

Then think about what you want to 
say. Will it celebrate the religious 
meaning? Or do you want to reflect more 
distant pagan mid-winter rituals? Or is it 
simply to say it's party time? 

The artificial and real-tree debates is 
never ending. Artificial trees can be used 
year after year. Many now come with 
built in lights. A 1.5m (5 ft) tree with 200 
to 300 LEDs costs about £100 to £120 but 
trees for smaller spaces start around £40. 

Real trees can shed needles and 
should be recycled after Twelfth Night. 
Nordman Fir trees, which hardly shed, 
cost about £30 for a lm (3ft) version to 
£100 or so for a 2.5m (8ft) tree for larger 
homes. Shake the tree first (if needles 
fall, reject it). Sticky resin on the trunk is 
a good sign. 

LEDs are much more reliable than 
old-fashioned lighting systems - and use 
less electricity. The most basic starts 
around £5 while £10 will cover a small 
tree or decorate a window. Spend £40 to 
£50 and you could get enough flashing 
lights to cover a small house. Expect to 
pay more for colours. 


■ Be safe. Turn off lights when 
you go to bed. 

■ Always leave water for natural 
trees - cutting the last 5cms (2 
inches) from the stem helps. 

And keep them away from fires 
and radiators. 

■ Consider environmental 
impact. Many decorations 
cannot be recycled - so use 
them year after year. Some 
councils offer tree shredding 
and composting. 

■ Never use lights with dam¬ 
aged wiring - electric shocks are 
not part of Christmas enjoy¬ 
ment. Only use "outdoor" lights 
for the exterior. 

■ Never leave lighted candles 
unattended. 

■ You might save by buying 
2018 decorations in after- 
Christmas sales.

A discreet safe to keep valuables protected 
isn't just something for the rich and famous to 
consider. Here's how to fit one at your home 


D o you own things? 

Valuable things? 
Maybe a passport 
or two? A bit of 
cash? Some 
jewellery? Want to 
keep hold of them 
when you're not 

home? Then this is the job for you. 

Wall safes are easy to install and 
with a picture over the front of them, 
they are nearly impossible to spot, too. 
This guide shows how to install 
a safe in a brick wall, though stud wall 
mounted safes are also available. 

DO YOU HAVE A SUITABLE WALL? 

If you have a house with a disused 
fireplace, that's the perfect place for a 
wall safe, as there will be a hollow 


void behind the chimney breast. 

If you don't have a chimney breast 
to use, there are all sorts of other safes 
- under-floorboard safes, ones to bolt 
to the wall, fitted into stud walls - but 
this guide is for your classic, 'picture 
on a hinge to reveal the safe under¬ 
neath' safe (even if the USB stick 
inside just has back-ups of family 
photos, rather than the nuclear codes 
that James Bond is looking for). 

WHICH SAFE SHOULD YOU CHOOSE? 

There are so many different safes to 
choose from, including ones that are 
fire and water-resistant, though these 
are considerably more expensive. 

Many safes are guaranteed up to a 
particular value of cash or goods too, 
which will be indicated when you buy 


it. Safes will also indicate how many 
bricks need to be removed. 

You can decide for yourself whether 
you want a key or a combination safe 
too. I prefer a key safe, as they're often 
used so rarely you (well, I) can forget 
the combination code. 

I opted for the Burg Wachter Point 
Wall Safe (pictured right) from Safe. 
co.uk, which is just over £100. 

MAKING THE HOLE 

Mark roughly where the safe is going 
and chip off some plaster until you 
reach the brick surface behind it. 
Most wall safes are designed to fit 
standard brick sizes, so once you've 
found the dimensions of one brick, 
you can work out where your safe 
outline will be. 

You then need to do a technique 
called 'stitch drilling; Bricks are always 
laid in a formation known as a bond. 
Exactly how you build a Lego struc¬ 
ture, this is where you lay a row 
(course) of bricks and then the course 
on top overlaps the joints. This is 


called 'half bond' and it's the type of 
bricklaying you're most likely to come 
across. 

To fit a three-brick safe, you'll need 
to remove a whole brick and the 
whole brick two courses below, but in 
between, you need to remove two half 
bricks. To do this you need an electric 
drill and a 
masonry bit 
for the 'stitch 
drilling! 

Set your drill 
to hammer 
setting and 
drill four 
vertical holes 
through the 
centres of the 
middle two 
bricks, along 
the line of the 
bricks above and below. 

Work hard to make sure you're drilling 
into these straight and level. 

When you've drilled into both 
middle bricks, use a heavy hammer 


FITTING THE SAFE 

Place the safe in the hole and check 
it's level using a spirit level - you may 
have to wedge a corner up with a 
some folded up card. 

When you're fitting a safe into a 
wall, rather than drilling and screwing 
it into place, you can set it with ready- 
mixed concrete available cheaply 
from stores like B&Q, but avoid the 
quick-setting stuff. 

Wedge your safe into the hole and 
sit it on two small wooden blocks or 
pieces of cardboard. Wedge the sides 
too, so there are small gaps all around 
the safe. Mix your concrete in the tub, 
but you'll need two things to apply it 
- a plastering hawk (or a square of 
wood if you don't want to get one of 
these) and a pointing trowel. 

Dollop your concrete onto your 
hawk and chop it with your trowel. 
Gradually poke small amounts of the 
concrete into the cavity around your 
safe, using your trowel to smooth it 
down. Check with your spirit level that 
the safe and the cement are flush 
with the wall and leave it to set over¬ 
night. 

FINISHING THE JOB 

The main thing to remember when it 
comes to finishing off the job, is that 
you're probably going to cover the 
safe with a picture, so it doesn't need 
to be perfect 
underneath. 

But where your 
plaster has been 
chipped away, fill 
this in with multi¬ 
purpose Polyfilla and 
when dry, paint this 
the same colour as 
your wall. 

You can then hang a 
picture over the safe or 
even attach the picture 
to the wall with a hinge 
and a magnetic catch 
for extra drama. 

Now, forget I said any of this and 
don't go looking behind any of the 
pictures in my house,

Coming in at a realistic 
on-the-road price of £14,995 this 
five-door hatchback is loaded 
with a remarkable amount of 
standard kit yet with low 
insurance and a C02 of just 
105/g/km it will easily appeal to 
both private and business car 
users. 

Powered by a reasonably 
refined and competent l,496cc 
89bhp petrol engine which 
should easily achieve around 
the 60mpg mark through a 
delightful to use five-speed 
manual gearbox it is responsive 


enough when wanting to 
overtake along with sensible use 
of the gears. 

The suspension is on the taut 
side but not too firm and it’s a 
good handling car that takes 
road bumps and humps easily 
without being dislodged and 
from a driveability viewpoint 


has come on leaps and bounds 
since the original appeared back 
in 2011. 

This Tech Edition has plenty 
of safety aids on board such as 
anti-locking braking, traction 
control, parking sensors, cruise 
control and both front and side 
airbags for starters while 


standard features include 16-inch 
alloy wheels, privacy glass, dusk 
sensing lights, rain sensing 
wipers amongst others. 

The driver controls are 
obviously identical to the rest of

Meanwhile the rest of the 
interior is again smart and 
practical, not over-hyped with 
features that are not wanted, and 
overall it’s a fun car to drive 
although perhaps not as sporty 
as some other rivals. 

It’s all about value for money 
at the end of the day with this 
Tech Edition and here it scores 
high marks with an engine that 
gives a comfortable, satisfying 
performance - again a driver 
only looking for a real sporty 
style performance and nothing 
else will look elsewhere. 

The seats now give more 
lumbar support and the rear 
seats will fit two adults in 
comfortably while luggage space 
is 280 litres that can be increased 
to 950 litres with those rear seats 
folded down.

he people who shape the lines of the 
cars we drive all agree on one thing 
- the bigger the wheels the better 
they look. 

:y may be right, and the owners of 
Audis and Jaguars in particular seem 
delighted to find the extra for a set of mega¬ 
sized alloys. 

And then go in fear of kerbing them 
expensively on a crowded city street, of 
course. 

Big wheels have long term consequences 
on other fronts too, notably on fuel 
economy. 

Bigger means worse in this case as the 
wide tyres that make bigger wheels look so 
good need more power to push them along. 

Which is why Kia offers smaller wheels on 
its hyper-economy Niro model, letting an 
owner downsize from chunky 18-inch alloys 
to humbler 16-inch versions, although sadly 
without charging a bit less for them. 

Still, opt to go smaller and you'll still save 
money longer term as your Niro makes 
more economical use of its combined petrol 
engine and electric motor. 

The official fuel consumption improves 
from 64.2mpg to a healthier 74.3mpg and 
tailpipe emissions fall from lOlg/km to a 
greener 88g/km. That means lower road in 
the first year (£100 v £140) and a gentler 
business user tax rate of 17 per cent instead 
of 19 per cent. 

The Niro presents the biggest savings to 
an owner prepared to plug the car into the

mains as often as possible, where a full 
charge gives up to 38 miles without using a 
drop of petrol. 

Doing precisely that on three nights of my 
week-long and 545 mile evaluation meant 
an impressive 73mpg showing on the trip 
computer. 

And yes, the car came with the optionally 
downsized wheels. 

You'll also probably help the economy by 
not treating your Niro like a Silverstone 
refugee. It might have a sports mode for the 
auto gearbox but its eagerness doesn't really 
suit the car. 

A Niro buyer will be more impressed by 
the car's quietness when used with more 
reserve and enjoy the generous space for 
passengers and luggage in a well finished 
but dull looking interior. 

The Niro comes in three stages of trim ('2', 
'3', and '4') with this car's mid-level goodies 
count lacking for little. Standard kit includes 
a fine sat nav system, leather upholstery, 
heated front seats and steering wheel (lovely 
on a chilly morning), powered driver's seat, 
parking sensors to supplement the reversing 
camera and upgraded JBL sound system. 

It also comes as standard with the larger 
alloy wheels but you might quickly want to 
delete them on the order form. 

Every Niro has cruise control, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth and Android Auto and Apple 
CarPlay to keep you thoroughly connected 
to the outside world. 

They also all share a look that its maker 
hopes lends an air of rugged authority that 
attracts the name 'crossover' but looks to 
these eyes like a cross between an estate 
and sensible hatch. None the worse for that 
in a car bought for sensible reasons by 
sensible people.

O ne of the most 

influential racing 
car designers ever 
said his aim at the 
drawing board was 
to ‘add lightness’.

Which brings us, in 
however unlikely a fashion, 
to today’s test car. It would 
be hard to think of 
something less like a Lotus 
than Suzuki’s little Ignis, but 
under the skin they share 
one defining characteristic - 
lightness. 

A Bentley Bentayga is a 
massive and fast car and 
weighs more than 2.5 tonnes 
- or about three Suzukis on 
the scales. 


You’ll be lucky to see 
20mpg in the Bentley. 
Driving the Ignis as though 
my trousers were on fire 
failed to drag the trip 
reading below 60mpg and 
even better was easily 
available with a little 
restraint. 

The lightness of this 
pretend SUV translates into 
a car that feels livelier than 
you might expect from its 
unspectacular power output. 
There’s a nimble way it 
reacts to steering input too, 
making the Ignis feel keen to 
please in the manner of an 
enthusiastic puppy. 

This lack of kilos is likely 
to have big payback over 
long term ownership too 
with tyres and brakes lasting 
for ages because they have 
so little work to do. 

The Ignis is a small family 
hatch disguised with hints of 
beefy off-roader, or what the 
trade calls a crossover. And 
car buyers can’t get enough 
of this style at the moment, 


witnessed by an avalanche of 
new models. 

Building it a bit taller than 
normal means more room 
inside, especially in the back, 
where a six-footer can sit 
comfortably behind his twin 
brother. There can’t be a 
more spacious car on the 
market that fills the modest 


shadow cast by the Ignis. 

All five versions of the 
Ignis, with prices from 
£10,499 for the SZ3, use the 
same 1.2-litre 89bhp petrol 
engine, although a couple 
are available with a modest 
boost from a small battery 
powered generator helping 
the car during acceleration. 


Every Ignis gets air 
conditioning, DAB radio with 
Bluetooth and front electric 
windows. They won’t sell 
many of those, with likely 
most popular Ignis the next 
grade up. 

The SZ-T version adds rear 
view camera, alloy wheels, 
roof rails and plastic wheel 


arch extensions and LED 
headlamps. It also has twin 
rear seats that can slide 
forward to boost boot room, 
or back to let the lanky of leg 
relax. 

Early SZ-T models had a 
deeply frustrating satellite 
navigation system as 
standard - now you’ll need a 
£199 SD card upgrade to be 
shown the way home, but it 
ought to work better. 

The interior is at least as 
striking as the bodywork 
outside. It’s obviously built 
down to a cost but attention 
to detail in matching 
surfaces and keeping panel 
gaps tight in these fapanese 
built machines is pleasingly 
obvious. 

Yes, there’s lots of hard 
plastic on show and the 
seats could wrap around you 
a bit more, but this a keenly 
priced car that’s actually fun 
to drive and much more 
spacious than it looks. Not 
attributes to be lightly 
dismissed.

F or many years the 

Audi A4 has been the 
epitome of an 
executive car - a 
template by which 
many of its rivals in the class 
are benchmarked. 

Sometimes, though, buyers 
want something a little more 
alluring than a saloon sitting 
in their space in the 
company car park, which is 
where the A5 Sportback 
comes in. 

Based on the same 
platform as the A4, it takes 
the more dynamic lines of 
the A5 Coupe and throws in 
an extra few inches and a 
couple of back doors - 
producing an attractive 
package with added space 
and practicality. 

By Audi’s often under¬ 
stated standards it is a 
handsome car, with a bold 
and muscular front end, 
sweeping fastback-style 
roofline and powerful 
looking raised haunches. 

It comes in the brand’s 
familiar SE, Sport and S Line 
trim levels as well as the 
performance-focused S5 
guise with a range of 


powerful but largely 
economical petrol and diesel 
engines. 

The 190ps 2.0-litre diesel 
engine in this car was paired 
with a slick seven-speed 
automatic gearbox that is 
standard across much of the 
range - and it’s a 
combination which provides 
smooth and refined progress. 

Gear changes are timely 
and un-intrusive, with 
paddles on the steering 
wheel offering the driver the 


chance to intervene if 
desired, while peak torque of 
400Nm between 1,750 and 
3,000 revs ensures plenty of 
mid-range punch. 

Impressive fuel economy, 
with a claimed 68.9 miles per 
gallon on average for the 
environmentally-focused 
ultra variant, will also please 
business buyers. 

Steering is accurate and 
well-weighted and, coupled 
with a supple but well- 
balanced suspension, makes 


for some solid and assured 
handling. 

Cornering is flat and 
there’s plenty of grip, with all 
but the worst imperfections 
in the road surface being 
ironed out effectively, 
making for an enjoyable and 
relaxing driving experience - 
although not as overtly 
engaging as the coupe-like 
looks might suggest. 

That’s not a bad thing, 
however, as the more laid 
back GT-style character of 


the A5 perfectly suits long¬ 
distance cruising, while also 
negotiating stop-start urban 
traffic without fuss. 

Interior quality is what 
you’d expect from Audi. 
Plush soft-touch materials 
give the cabin a luxurious 
look and feel, and there are 
plenty of storage cubbies for 
passengers’ personal 
belongings. 

Its extra length also means 
there is good legroom in the 
rear of the Sportback and 
headroom is not as 
compromised as you might 
expect, despite that 
swooping roofline. 

It is worth pointing out, 
though, that a large 
transmission tunnel and 
narrow middle seat in the 
back mean that this car is 
probably best regarded as a 
four seater when carrying 
adults - although three kids 
will probably manage on 
shorter journeys. 

The boot, at 480 litres, also 
offers plenty of usable space, 
with access made easier by 
the hatchback-style powered 
tailgate, while the 40/20/40 
split folding rear seats offer 


versatile extra load capacity. 

Standard equipment and 
technology is generous 
across the range and 
includes xenon headlights, 
four-mode drive select 
system, multi-media 
interface with seven-inch 
colour screen, smartphone 
connectivity, three-zone 
climate control and twin 
leather upholstery. 

Stepping up to the mid¬ 
range Sport trim of my car 
adds some exterior styling 
enhancements, satnav and 
electrically adjustable front 
sport seats with electric 
lumbar support. 

Annoyingly, Audi still 
insists on keeping some 
niceties, found as standard 
on much cheaper cars, for 
the options list. 

A rear view camera, for 
instance, will set you back an 
extra £450. 

Other prestige brands are 
guilty of this too, however, 
and if you’re prepared to pay 
the premium over A4 prices 
for its athletic looks then the 
A5 Sportback is undoubtedly 
a smooth and stylish 
executive mover.

T he new generation 
Peugeot 3008 
received more than 
just the key of the 
door when it 

scooped the 2017 Car of the 
Year title this spring. 

That award, announced at 
the Geneva Motor Show, was 
the 21st individual honour to 
be lavished on the SUV in a 
matter of two months. 

But then Peugeot makes 
no bones about it, the 3008 
is the most advanced vehicle 
ever to be offered by the 
French brand - it’s the 
crossover model that’s well 
and truly crossed over. 

Technology, space and 
dynamics are just three of 
the elements that contribute 
to the latest Pug’s 
compelling appeal and, at 
the price at least, it is the 
most enjoyable car I have 
driven in some time. 

Take the 3008’s cabin for 
instance. Top tech is at the 
driver’s fingertips courtesy of 
Peugeot’s i-Cockpit concept 
with its virtual instrument 
panel. 

You get an appreciably 
smaller steering wheel than 
in most SUVs and not only 
does it ensure a clear view of 
the multi mode display but it 
is also nicely balanced. 

At the centre of the dash is 
an eight-inch touchscreen 


positioned above a line of 
toggle switches and the 
centre console is home to 
the electronic parking brake 
and a small, neat gear 
shifter. 

Best of all is the feeling of 
quality that pervades the 
whole interior - it’s unusual 
for a car costing from below 
£22,000 to achieve such 


indulgence. 

And that includes ‘sensory 
fragrance’ diffusion in 
Cosmic Leather, Aerodrive 
and Harmony Wood aromas 
plus ambient lighting. 

As for space, the SUV is 
longer than the 3008 
crossover model it has 
replaced and also offers a 
greater ground clearance 


while from a family 
perspective there are three 
Isofix child seat fittings, 
including one in the front, a 
spare wheel and a cavernous 
amount of luggage space. 

Cargo capacity ranges 
from 591 to 1,670 litres, 
there's a low load lip and an 
extendable boot floor which 
can slide out to double up as 


a seat. 

The 3008 model line-up 
stretches to 17 variants 
costing from £21,795 to 
£32,995 and the engine 
range includes the award 
winning 1.2-litre PureTech 
three cylinder turbo petrol 
unit as well as the tested 1.6- 
litre BlueHDi diesel. 

The latter, a strong and 
economic unit, works well in 
the 3008 and over 350 miles 
of mixed town, country and 
motorway driving it averaged 
58 miles per gallon - not bad 
given that the official 
Combined fuel return figure 
is 64.2mpg. 

In Allure specification, 
which is the second of the 


four 3008 trim grades, you 
get the likes of a TomTom 
Live sat nav, ambient 
lighting, a 180 degree colour 
reversing camera, parking 
sensors, tinted rear windows, 
safety features like lane 
departure and blind spot 
alerts plus a fabric panel 
finish along the dashboard. 

You have to pay extra for 
full LED headlamps (£850), 
advanced grip control (£470) 
and a Black Diamond Roof 
(£280) but it still keeps the 
cost competitive. 

And for a car that can 
genuinely be compared with 
premium offerings it 
underlines what strides 
Peugeot has made.
